Townsend  District 
Develops  Gipsy  Lake

ownsend 
Ranger  District  is 
developing  an  ex¬ 
isting  recreation 
site,  Gipsy  Lake, 
in  the  Big  Belt 
Mountains, 
greatly  increasing 
the  recreational 
opportunities,  and 
making  the  improvements  accessible  to  the  handicapped.  Plans 
for  the  small  man-made  lake  include  building  a  new  earthen 
dam,  and  constructing  a  campground,  boat  launch  and  trail 
around  the  lake.  The  earthen  dam  will  double  the  size  and 
depth  of  the  lake;  the  trail  will  be  barrier-free.  In  addition,  a 
trailhead  with  horse-handling  facilities,  accessing  the  Mt. 
Baldy  roadless  area,  will  be  constructed. 

This  is  an  exceptional  project  which  will  provide  for  rec¬ 
reational  needs  of  people  with  special  needs  and  requirements, 
such  as  older  Americans,  those  with  handicaps,  and  families 
with  small  children,  as  well  as  others.  District  personnel  made 
an  exerted  effort  to  develop  partnerships  to  accomplish  this 
project.  To  date,  they  have  raised  $1 12,000  through  existing 
partnerships  and  anticipate  an  additional  $50,000  in  contribu¬ 
tions  by  other  partners.  The  interest  private  individuals  and 
organizations  are  taking  in  Gipsy  Lake  is  inspiring  and  will 
ensure  the  dream  is  realized.

New  Law  Enforcement  Display  Dedicated  to 

Brent  Jacobson

X  Ai  display  focusing  on  investigative  equipment  used  in  law 
enforcement  is  the  most  recent  created  by  the  Missoula  Technology 
and  Development  Center  (MTDC)  visual  arts  staff.  The  display  is 
dedicated  to  Brent  Jacobson,  Idaho  Panhandle  NF  law  enforcement 
officer,  who  was  killed  January  12  while  on  duty  during  a  law 
enforcement  action. 

Titled  "Forest  Service  Law  Enforcement  —  Eight  Decades  of 
Service,  1905-1989,"  the  display  shows  equipment  and  technology 
used  in  modem  law  enforcement  alongside  the  older,  more  tradi¬ 
tional  equipment.  It  highlights  the  federal  law  enforcement  training 
center  at  Glynco,  Georgia,  where  about  300  people  are  trained  each 
year,  and  shows  Forest  Service  personnel  at  work  in  law  enforce¬ 
ment. 

The  display  was  made  for  the  Technical  Investigative  Equip¬ 
ment  (TEE)  program  —  a  unique  partnership  between  Forest  Serv¬ 
ice  law  enforcement,  and  the  Technology  and  Development  Center. 
TIE  is  headquartered  at  MTDC,  where  engineers  develop  and 
maintain  sophisticated  surveillance  equipment  to  ensure  that  Forest 
Service  officers  have  advanced  crime-fighting  tools. 

The  display  was  first  taken  to  Marana,  Arizona,  to  the  first 
meeting  of  a  national  advisory  steering  committee  for  Forest  Service 
law  enforcement.  Next  it  was  sent  to  the  Federal  Law  Enforcement 
Training  Center  in  Glynco,  Georgia,  then  scheduled  for  each  Forest 
Service  Regional  Office  and  the  Washington  Office. 

MTDC  has  been  creating  displays  for  various  projects  for  the 
past  four  years.  Ted  Cote,  visual  information  specialist,  designed 
the  display  and  set  the  type.  Photographer  Jim  Kautz  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  photographs  and  assembly  of  the  display,  and  Bob 
Hensler  wrote  the  text.  Bob  Bond,  of  Regional  Office  engineering, 
did  specialized  photographic  work.

Environmental  Education  Thriving

E  nvironmental  education  on  the  Custer  NF  is  alive,  thriving, 
and  growing.  When  all  the  FY  ’88  educational  programs  of  the 
Custer’s  seven  far-flung  Districts  plus  the  Supervisor’s  Office  in 
Billings  were  totalled,  the  figures  were  astonishing.  They  showed 
220  programs  for  9,362  children  (high  school  age  and  under)  and  96 
programs  for  3,393  adults.  In  addition,  Tom  Alt  and  his  wilderness 
rangers  of  the  Beartooth  District  logged  some  2,0(X)  individual  trail 
contacts  while  on  back-country  patrols.  Then  on  top  of  all  this, 
Smokey  Bear  was  used  in  9  parades,  the  Custer  NF  folks  had  booths, 
programs  and  information  stations  at  fairs,  and  there  were  22  TV 
appearances. 

To  put  a  bit  of  meat 
on  these  statistical  bones, 
the  Custer  NF  has  been  in¬ 
volved  in  EE  workshops 
for  teachers  since  1973, 
and  through  1988  has  put 
on  33  workshops  with  an 
average  attendance  of  about 
32  at  each.  Workshops  are 
held  in  Washburn,  North 
Dakota,  in  June  and  Red 
Lodge,  Montana,  in  Au¬ 
gust.

"No-Trace  Camping" 
Featured  at  Science  Fair

X  JSLn  exhibit  at  Helena  High  School’s  science  fair  this 
spring  focused  on  “low  impact  camping.”  Several  students  were 
especially  interested  in  displaying  techniques  for  camping  which 
would  have  little  or  no  impact  on  resources.  At  their  request, 
Dave  Payne,  recreation  forester  for  Helena  District,  gave  a 
presentation  on  no-trace  camping  to  one  class,  who  in  turn 
presented  the  information  to  other  classes.  Dave  provided  bro¬ 
chures  to  be  dispersed  at  the  fair,  and  a  video  on  no-trace  back¬ 
packing,  which  was  shown  continuously.  The  students  dis¬ 
played  various  items  of  equipment  and  food  to  lighten  the 
backpack  on  the  trip  into  the  sites,  and  on  the  way  out,  packing 
out  trash.  Smokey  Bear  was  there  to  greet  fair-goers  and  assist 
in  handing  out  information. 

The  students  developed  the  exhibits,  with  some  of  their 
ideas  stemming  from  environmental  damage  resulting  from  the 
fires  of  ’88  in  Montana,  as  well  as  other  environmental  problems 
and  challenges  of  man’s  impact  on  nature. 


At  the  top  of  the  list  is  the  work  of  Tom  Alt  and  Blase  Dilulo 
of  Beartooth  District,  who  gave  52  “No-Trace  Camping”  programs 
for  6th  graders,  and  7  for  adults,  plus  41  “Bear  us  in  Mind”  grizzly 
bear  programs  for  youth,  and  6  for  adults.  In  Medora  District, 
wildlife  biologist  Bill  Blunt  gave  45  programs  to  schools,  youth 
groups  and  adults,  largely  on  wildlife.

Does  all  this  pay  off?  The  Custer  NF  gives  a  resounding 
“YES”  to  that  question.  The  payoff  shows  up  as  improved  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  back-country  of  the  Absaroka-Beartooth  Wilderness,  as 
fewer  litter  and  vandalism  problems  in  campgrounds,  as  improved 
fire  and  general  safety  knowledge  of  our  forest  users,  in  increased 
public  understanding  of  the  what,  why  and  how  of  the  Forest 
Service,  and  in  the  public  profile  and  image  the  Custer  NF  has  in  its 
several  districts. 

This  progress  has  been  possible  only  because  the  Custer  NF’s 
supervisors,  for  a  good  number  of  years,  have  each  recognized  that 
without  the  general  public’s  understanding  and  support,  the  re¬ 
source  management  job  cannot  be  done.  They  have  seen  each 
presentation  as  a  small  step  in  planting  and  nuturing  the  seeds  of 
environmental  awareness  and  responsible  resource  management.

Big  Timber  District  Bags  Bighorns

T 

A  he  hunters  crouched  low  behind  whitebark  pine  and  scrub 
juniper  on  the  snowbound  mountain  side.  An  electric  ripple  ran 
through  each  man  and  woman  as  muffled  warnings  passed  between 
them,  “they’re  coming,”  “get  down,”  “sheep!”  The  bighorn  sheep 
hurled  toward  them,  pressed  by  men  circling  from  behind.  The 
sheep,  terrorized,  see  the  trap  too  late,  veer,  then  leap  full  force  into 
the  huge  nets,  tangling  and  wrapping  themselves  as  they  tumble 
along  the  slope.  A  huge  ram  coming  from  the  rear  clears  his  fallen 
ewes  and  escapes  with  several  lambs.  Rushing  from  cover,  the 
pursuers  fall  on  the  thrashing  animals  and  quickly  lash  together  the 
deadly  hooves. 

This  primal  “hunt”  occurred  February  8, 1989,  with  a  unique 
modem  twist.  No  throats  were  slit,  and  the  tired  hunters  squinted 
into  the  ice-sharp  winter  sun  to  watch  a  helicopter  bank  overhead  on 
its  return  to  the  high  ridges  in  search  of  more  bighorns  to  drive  to  the 
net.  Some  of  these  sheep  were  destined  to  be  transported  to  the 
Boulder  River  on  Big  Timber  District — the  objective,  to  reestablish 


a  bighorn  herd  on  historic  big¬ 
horn  range  in  the  lower  Boulder 
River. 

The  captured  animals  were 
untangled  from  the  nets,  care¬ 
fully  loaded  onto  a  pickup,  and 
taken  to  a  staging  area.  There 
each  sheep  was  fitted  with  a  white 
plastic  collar  marked  with  large 
colored  stars,  dots  or  other  sym¬ 
bols  to  aid  in  identification  from 
a  distance. 

Big  Timber  District  re¬ 
ceived  its  first  sheep  for  the  Boulder  River  transplant  in  February  of 
1987  and  has  waited  two  years  for  this  second  transplant.  With  a 
total  of  37  bighorns  now,  they  are  well  on  their  way  to  reestablish¬ 
ment  of  a  bighorn  sheep  herd.

Cooperative  Fire  Training

o  n  March  2  and  3,  Medora  Ranger  District  teamed  up  with 
officials  from  Teddy  Roosevelt  National  Park  to  put  on  a  wildland 
fire  training  course  for  local  rural  volunteer  fire  departments.  Ap¬ 
proximately  40  people  attended  the  two-day  course  in  Medora, 
North  Dakota.  They  represented  North  Dakota  Forest  Service, 
North  Dakota  State  Fire  Officials,  County  emergency  manage¬ 
ment  coordinators,  the  USDA  Forest  Service,  National  Park 
Service,  and  various  volunteer  rural  fire  departments. 

Because  of  intermingled  ownership  of  Federal,  State,  and 
private  lands  in  western  North  Dakota,  coordination  of  agencies 
responsible  for  wildland  fires  is  being  strongly  emphasized.  A 
continual  effort  is  being  made  to  offer  training  and  education 
material  to  the  local  departments,  and  those  qualified  may  obtain 
actual  wildland  fire  experience  with  the  Dakota  Interagency  Fire 
Crew.

Wildland  Fire  Exercise

A ’m  on  the  fire  now  and  it  looks  like  we’re 
going  to  need  some  help.  The  wind  is  coming  up  strong 
and  there  are  several  homes  out  here.” 

That  call  was  the  beginning  of  the  Wildland  Fire  Exercise 
conducted  by  the  Rexford  and  Fortine  Districts  this  spring.  The 
exercise  was  proposed  by  Von  Evans,  Chief  of  the  Eureka  Volun¬ 
teer  Fire  Department,  and  Ron  H vizdak,  assistant  fire  management 
officer  at  Rexford  Ranger  Station.  With  the  last  couple  of  dry 
years,  they  recognized  the  need  for  good  cooperation  and  under¬ 
standing  among  all  agencies  that  would  participate  in  an  actual 
emergency  wildfire  situation  in  the  local  area. 

A  scenerio  was  developed  for  a  person-caused  fire  to  occur 
at  Bamaby  Lake  on  Fortine  District  on  an  89  degree  summer  day, 
after  weeks  of  hot,  dry  weather.  Winds  were  from  the  southwest 
at  10  to  20  mph.  The  “fire,”  covering  approximately  70  acres, 
involved  23  homes  (10  of  which  were  lost).  About  60  personnel, 
both  official  and  volunteer,  took  part  in  the  exercise. 

Tobacco  Valley,  in  the  northeast  comer  of  the  Kootenai  NF, 
provides  a  prime  example  of  the  problems  associated  with  fighting 
wildfires  with  rural  residential  developments  in  or  near  forests. 
Participants  in  the  exercise  were  from  three  local  volunteer  fire 
departments,  Lincoln  County  Sheriff’s  Office,  Eureka  Volunteer 
Ambulance,  CANAM  Search  and  Rescue,  and  Rexford  and 
Fortine  District  employees.

Forest  Plan  Appeal  Settled

o  n  March  27  in  Butte,  representatives  from  the  Deerlodge 
NF,  the  timber  industry  and  environmental  groups  signed  an 
historical  appeal  settlement  agreement.  Acting  Forest  Supervisor 
Dick  Call  said  the  settlement  ended  14  months  of  formal  negotia¬ 


tions  on  the  Forest  Plan  appeal  issues,  and  starts  a  new  working 
relationship  between  all  of  the  parties.  “It  has  been  a  long,  hard 
process,  but  a  very  worthwhile  one  because  of  the  enduring  agree¬ 
ment  and  mutual  respect  which  was  achieved,”  Call  said.  “I  view 
then  entire  process  as  one  of  education.  At  times  the  Forest  Service 
was  the  teacher,  but  more  often  we  were  the  student  and  we  came 
a  long  way  in  understanding  the  viewpoints  and  perceptions  of 
others.” 

Highlights  of  the  agreements  include:  establishment  of  a  set 
of  Best  Management  Practices;  a  policy  on  maximum  use  of  low 
impact  roads  for  timber;  a  policy  for  implementing  the  road 
restriction  objectives  of  the  Forest  Plan;  agreement  to  accelerate  the 
required  review  of  the  Forest  Plan  allowable  sale  quantity;  creation 
of  the  Fleecer  Mountain  Wildlife  Management  Unit  near  Ana¬ 
conda;  increased  wildlife  security  cover  objectives;  management 
area  boundary  adjustments  on  about  40,000  acres;  and  interim 
standards  and  a  commitment  to  study  and  define  “old  growth”  spe¬ 
cifically  for  the  Deerlodge  NF. 

Ron  Hanson,  multiple  use  coordinator  and  one  of  the  princi¬ 
pal  negotiators  for  the  Forest,  said  that  not  only  did  the  collabora¬ 
tive  negotiations  process  clear  the  way  for  Forest  Plan  implemen¬ 
tation,  but  that  the  better  working  relationship  will  help  when 
inevitable  conflicts  arise  in  the  future. 
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
